Mr. Harvey had long been an active 


political worker, being u staunch and 
never-changing Republican. Hlsfrlenda 
nnd opponents alike nlwnyn kne« 
where to find him. He might go into 
a ligiit in caucus, employing nil hf.s 
strength lo secure victory for his fac- 
tion, but if defeated In caucus he would 
neverthuless work honestly and faith 
fully to elect the Uepublican candidate. 
He was especially competent in secur- 
ing a large registration of voters nnd 
wns probably more fninlllar with this 
work than any other man In tbe city. 
Iu politics, as in prlvnto life, be was u 
staunch lighter, fearless In the defense 
of the cause that be favored, aggressive 
and 
uncompromising. 
His friends 


knew him for a man that could be re- 
Iftd upon al all times; his enemies— 
and every aggressive man must have 
many—respected him as having tho 
courage of bis convictions. He was 
very generous and open-handed with 
those In need, but wns cnreful that tho 
extent of his cliarllnble deeds should 
not become known.

web is Its snare.

victim. Still another sjieclea of spider 
constructs a far simpler tube without 
auy lid or door.

According lo a distinguished natural- 


ist at Washington, these different kiuds 
of webs or nests represent so many 
stages of development. This natural- 
ist Is of opinion that at the beginning 
the only kind of web that auy spider 
know how lo spin was a simple cocoon 
Intended lo protect its eggs. Then a 
web for the protection of the spider 
Itself from its enemies was woven 
around the cocoon. • This web had au 
opening for Ingress and egress, and 
such webs, Intended for use only dur- 
ing the time that the eggs are hatch- 
Ing, 
are still spun, by some species of 


spiders. 


The next step was the development 


of a snare. It has lioen suggested that 
this may have resulted from the acci- 
dental spinning of threads over and 
around the opening of a tubnlnr re- 
treat surrounding a cocoon. This was 
further developed in the outspread net 
of the house spider,"and It reached Us 
highest form when the garden spider 
learned to construct Its beautifully 
radiated web. 


In all this there may be discerned 


some resemblance to the progress of 
architecture among men. The earliest 
representatives of the human race 
were content to dwell in caves and 
rudely constructed huts.. Then more 
elaborate dwelling places and build- 
ings Intended for other purposes were 
constructed uulll, by successive steps, 
advancing as has the spider, we have' 
arrived at the temples, palaces and 
houses of civilized Ilfe.-St. I.ouis Re- 
public.

One of their 
shells exploded ou her deck, slightly 
wounding live men with splinlers. 
The impatient Baltimore gunuers had 
difficulty restraining themselves as Ibe 
missiles of the Spaniards splashed 
around them. 


Finally the Baltimore swung around 


aud poured a broadside into the Crlsti- 
na with terrific effect. Admiral Mout- 
ojo'a old flagship was toru to pieces, 
and the captain and most ofhls men 
were killed. 
After the destruction of 


thciieinaCristina the Baltimore turned 
her guns on the Austria. Finally she 
sent a shot Into tho warahlp'a maga- 
zine, which ended that ship. 


The Baltimore, Boston and {.'oucord 


then attacked the stone fort at Ciivite 
and soou demolished it. Two of the 
euemy'a shots slruck the Baltimore 
aud wounded six men and twoofllcerB. 
Six of the meu .were hurt by their own 
ruiimuiiitiou, as the lirst Spanish shell 
exploded In a box of three pounder 
ammunition.

During this engagement five small 


projectiles struck tho Balllinore aud 
wltli one exception exploded or broke 
up.

Il la parlly for this reason that 
he Jntect is much more injurious in 
he cities and twins than In the wood- 
ands.

Lend arsenale has been found 


to be the bebl known remedy nnd 
should be applied at tlie rate of len 
jxiunds to one hundred gallons of 
waler. If (he beetles are numerous al 
Ihe beginning of the year, a spraying 
should be given just as soon as the 
leaves have unfolded. 


1 f this docs not check the insect snf- 


liclently, a second spmving can be giv- 
en al ihe time the larvic of Ihe lirat 
brood appear. 
Under mosl condition* 


this rs the principal Hjiraying of the sea- 
son. If conditions aro exceptionally 
favorable io the bettle, II may be neces- 
sary lo make an application lo destioy 
Ihe second brood In August. Souietlmn 
large quantities of the larva; and pupa; 
of tliBfiiKct can be destroyed by the' 
application of keroeeue emulsion or hot 
water when found ou the Irunk or 
around the base of the trees. 


Handing the ireea wilh sticky fly-pa- 


per or other material Is of no usfl against

Christopher Greene, a valiant Ameri- 


can soldier of the Involution, was born 
iu Warwick, R. I., Iu May, 1737. He 
was one of the first lo respond to the 
call to anna after the battles at Lex- 
ington and Concord. As colonel of a 
Rhode Jeland regiment he participated 
In the Canadian campaign under (Jen- 
era I Benedict Arnold. 


In 1777 while iu command of Fort 


Mercer at Red Jiank on the Delaware 
river, below Philadelphia, ho sustained 
the atUick of a large body of Hessians 
under Count Donop, repulsing them 
with great loss. For this service Con- 
gress voleu* him a sword, aud in 1S29 a 
monument commemorative of the bat- 
tle aud of the valor of the commander 
was erected near Ihe location of the 
fort. 


In May, 1781, Colonel Greene and 


. Jlajor Flagg were surprised aud mur- 


dered by a baud of refugee at the Cru- 
ton river in Westcheeter county, N. Y. 
Colonel Greene must have fought hard 
as his body was covered wilti \vound«. 
His right arm 'was nearly severed Iu 
two places aud his led arm Iu one. 
Then) was a severe cul on the left 
shoulder, a sword turutt and a bayonet 
thriitl through his nbciomen, a bayonet 
wound In the right side mill seveial 
swoid cuts on the head, besides many 
i-mnller wounds on diJierenl parts of 
the body. The colonel's age at dealli 
v as only -14.
